It is proposed that San Francisco 
shall issue municipal bonds in the sum 
of $200,000,000 to run a series of years, 
the payment to be guaranteed by the 
United States.

necessary to amend the charter and 
have the Legislature remove any other 
obstacles that may be in the way. 

Citizens Discouraged. 

After the excitement and high tension 
following the arthquake and conflagra- 
tion has come a reaction. The quarter of 
a million people wiho lost their homes and 
places of business or occupations two 
weeks ago have settled down to a real-, 
ization of their position, and there is a‘ 
feeling of gloom more noticeable now 
than during those dread nights when 
the glare of the burning city Nlumined 
the makeshift camps in which the ex- 
hausted refugees sought repose. 

“No man more than 40 years of age 
will recover froin this disaster,’ said a 
hard-headed financier today. “The 
young fellows will soon regain their 
grip, but those that are passing the 
prime of life, those that have not the 
vigor and ambition of youth to buoy 
them up, will never regain what they 
have lost.” : 

With scarcely more than two weeks’ 
supply of relief food in sight, the plight 
of the homeless thousands is not cheer- 
ing. True, the work of rebuilding the 
city is already yonder wey, and in a 
few weeks there will-be plenty to do for 
the artisan and the day laborer, but 
there is a great army of men skilled in 
other lines to which the future holds 
out little promise. These are the pro- 
fessional men, the skilled traders, clerks, 
hbookkeepers, hotel and theater attaches 
and the e that lost thelr patronage 
or their employment when San Fran- 
ciseo went yp in the flames. 

That 50,000 men engaged in business 
in a small way in San Francisco at 
the first of last month are financlally 
ruined, with only their insurance money 
to fall back upon, they will find their 
opportunity of regaining former patron- 
age gone by the ttme the losses shall 
have been adjusted. In- the meantime 
new capital will have entered the field 
to take the places they vacated.

Are Wrecking the Old 
Cable Road.

WORK DAY AND NIGHT 








Heavy Car Placed Over Blast 
Often Blown Off the 
. Track. 


By setting off blasts of dynamite, 
each blast containing eight or ten car- 
tridges, weighing in the aggregate about 
one pound, track workmen of the Unit- 
ed Railways Co. are removing the con- 
erete in which the old cable conduit on 
Olive street was laid. The work ex- 
tends over the entire Olive street line 
from Boyle avenue to Fourteenth street. 

To do the work quickly and with as 
little incohvenience as possible to tne 
traveling public, the concrete is being 


blasted out of one track at a time. 

The eastbound: track is now being 

torn up, the cars coming downtown 
vver another route. The dynamiting 1s 
not permitted to interfere with the 
movement of the cars on the westbound 
track. 
_ The problem of dynamiting the great 
beds of concrete either during business 
hours or at night, was a hard one for 
the managing and engineering depart- 
ments of the railway. 

The question was simplified by the 
fact that the concrete for each track 
Was separate, and if the jar of the dyna- 
mite was distributed so as not to dis- 
turb the adjoining track, the most im- 
portant part of the plan from a traffic 
standpoint was solved. 

This ts done by sending a power- 
drilling machine along the right-of-way 
to drill the holes two feet apart, in 
which the charges are placed. By this 
method not more than one ounce of the 
powerful explosive becomes effective in 
any one spot. 

300 Men Employed. 

Roadmaster Finn was given supervi- 
sion of the work and he organized six 
crews of about 50 men each, a day and 
a night crew for each section. Most of 
the men are laborers engaged with pick 
and shovel in throwing the debris to 
one side after the blast and carrying 
the old rail and the new. 

About a dozen from each gang do the 
blasting. Flying debris and chunks of 
concrete are kept from doing great 
damage to buildings by a “cover” c4r, 
which is an ordinary fiat or platform 
car covered with six-inch oak sleepers, 
with curtains of oak plank suspended 
on hinges so as to effectually inclose all 
space beneath the car. 

Ten cartridges of dynamite ure put 
down at a time—five on each side of the 
slot within six inches of the rail. A ful- 
minating cap is placed in each car- 
tridge, the cap being connected by wire 
with a central lead wire on the ground, 
to which all of the cartridges are at- 
tached. Then the ‘cover’ car, propelled 
by an old passenger car, is stopped over 
the 10 feet of track containing the 
blast and a..connection of the central 
lead wire isjmade through the electric 
or power controllers of the two cars. 

The motorman of the passenger, cir, 
into which the man who sets off the 
blast goes when all is ready, gets a 
signal from the gang foreman when 
everybody has been sent away from the 
immediate vicinity, and the westbound 
care stopped a block away. 

“All right.”’ says the motorman 
the man inside the car. 

Car Lifted Off Track. 

BANG. 

It is a sharp, clear-cut sound, not a 
rolling, rumbling noise. Sometimes 
the ‘‘cover’ car is raised several inch- 
es from the rails and a few bits of 
the broken concrete whiz out from 
beneath it and strike the walis of 
buildings. 

Always the huge iron cross beams 
that ‘‘tied’’ the steel cable conduit are 
wrenched and broken with the con- 
crete and now and then, after the 
eurtains of the “cover” car are raised, 
the workmen find the old track askew 
and it must be straightened before 
the “cover” car can be backed away. 
and the wreckage thrown to one side, 

Roadmaster Finn estimates that the 
three gangs working day and. night 
will blow out about twenty blocks of 
Bingle track tn each 24 hours, and 
there are about one 
twenty blocks (double) on Olive 
street, the blasting will be carried on 
for a week, approximately. Wednes- 
day the three gangs were operating 
between Grand and Boyle avenues, 
between Jefferson and Grand avenues 
and between Fourteenth street and 
Jefferson avenue.

John P, Herrmann, Local Realty 
Expert, Writes From the 
‘Stricken City. 


BOULEVARDS FIGHT FIRE 





Chain of Wide Streets, Dividing 
the City, Is His Sug- 
gestion, 


John P, Herrmann, the St. Louis 
real estate dealer, went to San Fran- 
cisco immediately after the first news 
of the disaster to observe conditions 
there. To a friend in this city he 
writes as follows: 

“Oakland, Cal., April 26.—Today I 
saw the terrible effects of the carth- 
quake and fire at Santa Rosa. Tomor- 
row I will spend another day in San 
Francisco, 

“I cannot speak too highly of the 
pluck and enterprise of the business 
men of San Francisco. They do things 
with a push of desperation. No other 
word can account for the phenomenal 
results already attained. Work, dyna- 
mite and work, so it is day and night, 
leveling down only to again build up. 

“The streets, curbs and guttering— 
granitoid, asphalt, brick, boulder and 
wood block—are in as good condition 
nearly as before the great upheaval. 
The depression in front of the Ferry 
and the Postoffice can, I believe, be 
filled up. 

“The debris is @isappearing. I can- 
not téll how or where__ 

Unburned Structures Damaged. 

“I have examined hundreds of houses 
in the residence section, not in the fire 
zone, and every one has been damaged 
from one ta, 33 per cent. I speak only 
of those I have examined.>+ When this 
damage, which so far seems not to have 
béen taken into consideration, is added, 
rThe total losses will be stupendous. 
“Of course the gas and water mains 

the electric, tele- 


replaced and the sewers must be re- 
paired. Fortunately these latter are in 
fair condition, and I believe will save 
the city from any epidemic. 

“I was walking down—when I say 
down, it means a grade like that from 
Fourth on Market street to the river— 
KWddy street, admiring the wreckage of 
a double-tower Catholic Church, when 
I saw the towers greeting me, ‘a kinder 
nodding friendly like. Immediately 
hundreds of people were rushing out of 
their houses, women crying and school- 
boys shouting. Then I ducked. Things 
were getting too lively. 

How Shock of April 25 Felt. 


“When at a safedistance from the 
church I stopped, looked around and, 
there you are, the towers were as dig- 
nifred as you please looking down upon 
the populace, This was my introduction 
to the 3:20 p. m., earthquake of April 25. 

“I felt wobbly while walking, but at- 
tributed this to a tired feeling having 
tramped incessantly for six hours bar- 
ring 15 minutes for lunch, and if the 
towers hadn't been s0 friendly I proba- 
bly would not have been introduced. 

“The real and permanent exodus from 
Frisco is now commencing. What effect 
this will have on the future Frisco one 
can only conjecture. 

Writing Next Day. 

“Oakland, Cal., April 27.—We did 
the Frisco camps today. The gale blow- 
ing was anything ‘but pleasant and had 
the desired effect on many of the ruins. 
Fifty thousand dollars will not replace 
the. finest Postoffice in this country, 
bruised by the shock. 

“The activity displayed by the Building 
Commissioner in condemning and dyna- 
miting 4, 6 and 7-story walls gives an 
effect like the bombardment of Port 
Arthur. Thén the clearing of the debris 
from the streets demonstrates anything 
but apathy and despair. 

“In the papers, on the streets, at pub- 
lic gatherings, you hear of nothing but 
plans, estimates, contracts and build- 
ings. 

Climate Will Bring Rebuilding. 

“Of course, our rich people must have 
a nice yard to play in. They have the 
money but no ¢@limate in New York 
and cannot have it elsewhere, so Frisco 
will be rebuilt on Boston-St. Louis lines;

FREE SEED GIFTS. 
WILL CONTINU 


Congress Approves Them and 
Votes $5000 to Investigate 
Missouri Parasites. 


Spevial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—By a 
vote of 1583 to 58 the House of Represen- 
tatives yesterday decided to continue the 
free distribution of seed. 

The debate on this single item covered 
two legislative days, and was the most 
general of this session of Congress. AS 
finally adopted, the bill for free seeds 
provides for an appropriation of $220,000. 

It also increases from two-thirds to 
five-sixteenths the percentage of seeds 
to be ‘distributed through members of 
Congress. 

Only a handful of Democrats, mostly 
from New England, were in the nega- 
tive. 

Before the free-seed 
adopted, Representative A. “‘Pat’’ Mur- 
phy of the Sixteenth Missouri District 
scored a victory- almost as complete tor 
Missouri. He obtained an appropriation 
of $5000 to investigate and destroy the 
parasites of the Ozark region. 

The Murphy amendment reads: 

“The Secretary of Agriculture is di- 
rected to expend $3000 especially to in- 
vestigate parasites and orchard diseases 
prevalent in the Ozark Mountain region 
of Missouri and to work out, if possible, 
in co-operation with the Fruit Experi- 
ment Station at Mountain Grove, the 
problem of prevention of such’ diseases 
and destruction of parasites and diffuse 
information along these lines.”’

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Unyuestionably the most gratifying achievement of the American athletes 
at the Ulympic games was the great victury of Lightbody in the 1500-meter 
event. This distance closely approximates the standard American and English 
mile, being 1640 yards, or 120 yards less than the mile. 

Englishmen have hitherto invariably beaten us at distances above 440 yards. 
The English distance runner is supposed to be the best in the world. That 
country, beyond all others, is sulted to the training and development of the 
long-distance man. In Conneff, an Irishman, America had a great distance 
man, but. Lightbody is the first native-born American distance runner to beat 
the Britons at their own game. 

When the Chicago man was at the Coliseum during the meet of the St. 
Louis University I was much impressed by his style, though he was not 
pressed in any of his races. Reference to the files of the Post-Dispatch will 
prove that I then said: “If Americans are ever going to beat the English over 
a distance this is the man who wil! do it.”’ 

I was guided entirely by Lightbody’s splendid style. The grace and ease 
with which he ran assured him a long journey in fast time with slight exer- 
tion. Ii should be remembered that Sheridan and Lightbody were forced upon 
the team, though, against the wishes of Secretary Sullivan of the A. A. U.

King Edward has arrived here for a 
three days’ visit. 

May day was a day of intense men- 
ace, of shattering nervous excitement, 
of muah sporodic fighting and some 
bloodshed, but not one of the tragic 
terror which at certain moments seemed 
hold. 

The incidents of the early afternoon— 
the scattering of crewds, the mo- 
mentary encounters—were little more 
than dangerous circus riding for the 
troops and police. The officers, as the 
day grew older, evidently tired and 
slightly ashamed of maneuvering that 
merely exposed them to jeers and end- 
ed in arrests of the drunk and disorder- 
ly type, relaxed their efforts. 

They let the crowds which they had 
diverted from the labor headquarters 
on the Place de la Republique assemble 
at a short distance from the storm 
center overlooking or despising some 
heaps of stones in the street. Instant- 
ly arming itself with these stones, the 
mob rushed on the police line, bombard- 
ing it. The police broke for an instant, 
and a gang yelling “Death to the Re- 
publican guards!’ cut off a dozen of 
them from the main body. 

First the police charged, prodding 
furiously with the bayonets, with which 
they were armed, then a squadron of 
dragoons charged and the mob fied, the 
fugitives trampling each other and be- 
ing trampled by the troopers’ horses 
close to the spot where the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent stood. A revolver 
popped and a dragoon pitched out of 
his saddle. The man who fired was im- 
mediately felled with a 'sword. The 
dragoon was on# slightly wounded. In 
five seconds the whole place was 
cleared. 

Omnibuses Overturned, 

The mob gained courage further up 
the street, halted, reformed, and, with 
many frenzied manifestations, seized 
ad overturned two omnibuses, regardless 
of the passengers in them. 

‘To the barricade,”’ the dragoon offi-

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MUNICIPAL EXTRAVAGANCE. 

Seeking an explanation of the cost of municipal 
government in St. Louis which keeps the treasury 
drained, the Post-Dispatch finds some light thrown 
upon it by Comptroller Player and ex-Comptroller 
Sturgeon. Both agree that politics is partly respon- 
sible for it through the rewarding of party workers 
who insist upon hgving easy jobs. 

Comptroller Player also charges that: municipal 
expenses are greatly increased by excessive prices on 
the part of those who deal with the municipality. He 
says both corporations and individuals, some of them 
the wealthiest and most respected in the city, show 
no hesitation in sending in a much higher bid on a 
city contract than they would in the case of an in- 
dividual or corporation. 

The sum of the matter is that offices are created 
and maintained and are filled with incompetents, for 
_ political purposes. Supplies and contfacts are made 
on the basis of excessive charges. Hence the tax- 
payers are deprived of the full benefits of the reve- 
nues to which they contribute. 

_ This is a situation which calls for radical reform. 
Mayor Wells is a business man and knows how 
business ought to be done. The city’s business ought 
to be run on the same basis as a private business, 
with the same regard for efficiency and economy. 
The Mayor can do a great public service which would 
greatly enhance the value of his administration if he 
would go through the departments in the City Hall 
and insist upon a rigid adjustment of the force to 
the needs of each department, and if he would take 
up the matter of contracts and supplies and enforce 
honesty and economy. ° 

With the increase of the revenue we should have 
an increased fund for improvements and not for polit- 
ical and business jobs.
